2. Definitions. - ( 1 ) In this Act, unless the 
context otherwise requires , 

(a ) “ mill” means any premises in which or 
in any part of which , vegetable oil is produced , 
or is ordinarily produced , with the aid of power . 

Explanation . - " Power" means electrical energy 
or any other form of energy , which is mechani 
cally transmitted and is not generated by human 
or animal agency ; 

(6 ) " occupier " , in relation to any mill , means 
the 

person who has the ultimate control 
over the affairs of the mill, or the owner of the 
mill in case he is not the occupier ; 

(c ), " prescribed " means prescribed by rules 
made under this Act . 


( 2 ) Words and expressions used but not defined 
in this Act and defined in the National Oilseeds and 
Vegetable Oils Development Board Act , 1983 , shall . 
have the meanings respectively assigned to them 
in that Act .

3. Levy and collection of Cess on vegetable oils . --- 
( 1) There shall be levied and collected by way of 
cess for the purposes of the National Oilseeds and 
Vegetable Oils Development Board Act , 1983 , a duty 
of excise on vegetable oils produced in any mill in 
India at such rate not exceeding five rupees per 
quintal of vegetable oil , as the Central Government 
may , from time to time, specify by notification in 
the Official Gazette :

Provided that until such rate is specified by the 
Central Government, the duty of excise shall be 
levied and collected at the rate of one rupee per 
quintal of vegetable oil. 
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( 2 ) The duty of excise levied under 
sub -section ( 1 ) shall be in addition to the 
duty of excise leviable on vegetable oils 
under the Central Excises and Salt Act , 
1944 , or any other law for the time being 1 of 1914 
in force .

4. Crediting proceeds of duty to the Consolidated 
Fund of India . -- The proceeds of the duty of excise 
levied under sub -section ( 1 ) of section 3 shall first 
be credited to the Consolidated Fund of India and 
the Central Government may, if Parliament, by 
appropriation made by law in this behalf , so pro 
vides , pay to the Board , from time to time, from out 
of such proceeds ( after deducting the cost of 
collection ) such . sums of money as it may think fit 
for being utilised for the purposes of the National 
Oilseeds and Vegetable Oils Development Board Act , 
1983 . 


2. Substitution of expression " radio 
diffusion " by expression " broadcast" . 
Throughout the Copyright Act , 1957 14 of 1957 ,

( d ) " purposes of teaching , research or 
scholarship " includes - 

(i) purposes of instructional activity at 
all levels in educational institutions , includ 
ing Schools , Colleges , Universities and tu 
torial institutions ; and 

(ii ) purposes of all other types of organi 

sed educational activity . .. 
14. Insertion of new sections 32A and 32B . - In 
Chapter VI of the principal Act , after section 32 , 
the following sections shall be inserted , namely : 

" 32A . Licence to reproduce and publish works 
for certain purposes . — ( 1 ) Where, after the expi 
ration of the relevant period from the date of the 
first publication of an edition of a literary , 
scientific or artistic work , 

( a ) the copies of such edition are not made 
available in Indią ; or 

(6 ) such copies have not been put on sale in 
India for a period of six months, 
to the general public , or in connection with syste 
matic instructional activities at a price reasonably 
related to that normally charged in India for 
comparable works by the owner of the right of 
reproduction or by any person authorised by him 
in this behalf, any person may apply to the 
Copyright Board for a licence to reproduce and 
publish such work in printed or analogous forms. 
of reproduction at the price at which such edition 
is sold or at a lower price for the purposes of 
systematic instructional activities . 

(2 ) Every such application shall be made in 
such form as may be prescribed and shall state the 
proposed retail price of a copy of the work to be 
reproduced . 

( 3 ) Every applicant for a licence under this 
section shall , along with his application , deposit 
with the Registrar of Copyrights such fee as may 
be prescribed . 

( 4 ) Where an application is made to the Co 
pyright Board under this section , it may ; after 
holding such inquiry as may be prescribed , grant. 
to the applicant a licence, not being an exclusive 
licence, to produce and publish a reproduction of 
the work mentioned in the application subject to 
the conditions that , - 

( i) the applicant shall pay to the owner of the 
copyright in the work royalties in respect of 
copies of the reproduction of the work sold to 
the public , calculated at such rate as the Copy 
right Board may , in the circumstances of each 
case , determine in the prescribed manner ; 

(ii ) a licence granted under this section shall 
not extend to the export of copies of the repro 
duction of the work outside India and every copy 
of such reproduction shall contain a notice that 
the copy is available for distribution only in 
India : 

Provided that no such licence shall be granted 
unless 

( a ) the applicant has proved to the satis 
faction of the Copyright Board that he had 
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requested and had been denied authorisation by 
the owner of the copyright in the work to re 
produce and publish such work or that he was , 
after due diligence on his part, unable to find 
such owner ; 

(6 ) where the applicant was unable to find 
the owner of the copyright , he had sent a copy 
of his request for such authorisation by regis 
tered air -mail post to the publisher whose name 
appears from the work not less than three 
months before the application for the licence ; 

( c ) the Copyright Board is satisfied that the 
applicant is competent to reproduce and publish 
an accurate reproduction of the work and pos 
sesses the means to pay to the owner of the 
copyright the royalties payable to him under 
this section ; 

( d ) the applicant undertakes to reproduce and 
publish the work at such price as may be fixed 
by the Copyright Board , being a price reasona 
bly related to the price normally charged in 
India for works of the same standard on the 
same or similar subjects ; 

( e ) a period of six months in the case of an 
application for the reproduction and publication 
of any work of natural science , physical science , 
mathematics or technology , or a period of three 
months in the case of an application for the 
reproduction and publication of any other work , 
has elapsed from the date of making the request 
under clause ( a ) , ur where a copy of the request 
has been sent under clause (b ) , from the date of 
sending of a copy , and a reproduction of the 
work has not been published by the owner of 
the copyright in the work or any person autho 
rised by him within the said period of six 
months or , three months, as the case may be ; 

( f) the name of the author and the title of 
the particular edition of the work proposed to 
be reproduced are printed on all the copies of 
the reproduction ; 

( a ) the author has not withdrawn from cir 
culation copies of the work ; and 

(h ) an opportunity of being heard is given , 
wherever practicable, to the owner of the copy 
right in the work . 

(5 ) No licence to reproduce and publish the 
translation of a work shall be granted under this 
section unless such translation has been published 
by the owner of the right of translation or any 
person authorised by him and the translation is 
not in a language in general use in India . 

(6 ) The provisions of this section shall also 
apply to the reproduction and publication , or trans 
lation into a language in general use in India , of 
any text incorporated in audio - visual fixations pre 
pared and published solely for the purpose of sys 
tematic instructional activities .

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CHAPTER V 


14. Accounts and audit . ( 1 ) The Board shall 
maintain proper accounts and other relevant records 
and prepare an annual statement of accounts , in 
such form as may be prescribed by the Central 
Government in consultation with the Comptroller 
and Auditor-General of India .

17. Protection of action taken in good faith .

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty- fourth

further to amend the Electricity ( Supply ) Act, 1948 . 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty - fourth 
Year of the Republic of India as follows: - 

1. Short title and commencement. - ( 1 ) This 
Act may be called the Electricity (Supply ) Amenid 
ment Act, 1983 . 


4. Insertion of new section 67A . After sec 
tion 67 of the principal Act , the following section 
shall be inserted , namely : — 


" 67A . Interest on loans advanced by State Go 
vernment to be paid only after other expenses . - 
Any interest which is payable on loans advanced 
under section 64 or deemed to have been advanced 
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under section 60 to the Board by the State Govern 
.. ment and which is charged to revenues in any 

year may be paid only out of the balance of the 
revenues , if any, of that year which is left after 
meeting all the other expenses referred to in 
sub -section ( 1 ) of section 59 and so much of such 
interest as is not paid in any year by reason of 
the provisions of this section shall be deemed to 
be deferred liability and shall be discharged in 
accordance with the provisions of this section in 
the subsequent year or years , as the case may 
be," . 


6. Amendment of section 69. In section 69 of
